City Is Seeking 
Housing Grant

Suzanne Arnold with the 
Pennyrile Area Development 
District spoke to the Dawson 
Springs City Council Monday 
night about a Community 
Development Block Grant 
for housing reconstruction. 
Arnold recommended using 
the same plan that has been 
used in the city’s two previ¬ 
ous housing grant projects. 

Applications will be evalu¬ 
ated on a prioritization point 
system which includes the 
condition of the home, in¬ 
come levels and the num¬ 
ber of disabled individuals, 
elderly and children in the 
home. The only change from 
previous projects will be a re¬ 
quired payment from home- 
owners of $50 per month for 
five years at zero percent in¬ 
terest. 

To be eligible for assis¬ 
tance, applicants must have 
lived in their homes for at 
least one year and have no 
liens against the property 


that cannot be paid in a time¬ 
ly manner. 

After Arnold’s presenta¬ 
tion, council members voted 
unanimously to accept a reso¬ 
lution approving submission 
of a 2015 CDBG block grant 
housing application in an 
amount up to $1 million and 
authorizing Mayor Jenny 
Sewell to sign all documents 
relating to the grant. The 
application will seek funds 
for the reconstruction of 11 
housing units within the city 
limits. 

The council also approved 
a resolution to apply for a 
Land and Water Conserva¬ 
tion Fund grant for rehabili¬ 
tation of the Little League 
baseball field in the munici¬ 
pal park. The grant is limited 
to a project up to $75,000 with 
a 50 percent match. 

Fred Rawley, city code en¬ 
forcement officer, gave an 
update on his activities. Six 
citations were issued recent-

Board Approves Salary Schedules; Hears Reports

The Dawson Springs Board 
of Education met Monday 
On the agenda was approval 
of pay schedules for certi¬ 
fied and classified employees, 
substitute teachers and extra 
service pay for the 2015-2016 
school year. The salary sched¬ 
ules, which were approved, 
included a mandated 2 percent 


increase for certified and clas¬ 
sified employees. 

The board also approved 
a reduction of five days from 
finance officer Jenny Bruce’s 
contract at her request. Super¬ 
intendent Lenny Whalen said 
he and Bruce had discussed 
the matter and agreed that she 
will still have enough time to 
complete the necessary work. 

Other action items included

$1,231,472. The general fund 
balance was $1,165,224. 

“We still have a way to go, 
but we’re gradually getting 
better,” Whalen said.

Former Nursing Home Employee Sentenced 


Terri Henry, a former em¬ 
ployee at Dawson Springs 
Health and Rehabilitation 
Center, was sentenced Monday 
to a three-year prison term. 
The sentence will be diverted 
for a period of five years dur¬ 
ing which Henry will be su¬ 
pervised by the Division of 
Probation and Parole. She was 
also ordered to surrender her 
Certified Medical Technician 
license which will prevent her 
from working in long-term 


care facilities in the future. 

Henry, 35, worked as a care¬ 
giver for the facility which 
provides Medicaid funded 
treatment to patients with 
intellectual disabilities. She 
pleaded guilty in March to two 
counts of wanton caretaker 
abuse or neglect, Class D felo¬ 
nies with penalty ranges of 
one to five years. 

It was alleged that Henry 
failed to provide medication 
to patients on two occasions in 


2013, and on at least one occa¬ 
sion the medication was found 
in the trash can connected to 
the medication cart she was 
using. 

The investigation was con¬ 
ducted by Attorney General 
Conway’s Medicaid Fraud 
and Abuse Control Unit after 
receiving a citizen complaint.

State Businesses Warned 
About Phony IRS Calls 


Kentucky’s chief busi¬ 
ness officer, Secretary 
of State Alison Lunder- 
gan Grimes, is warning 
Kentucky businesses to 
protect themselves by 
exercising caution with 
respect to suspicious 
phone calls purporting to 
be from the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service. 

Business owners 
around Kentucky have 
reported receiving phone 
calls from the number 
301-909-4956 alleging that 
back taxes are owed and 
threatening action if 
immediate payment is 
not made. Business own¬ 
ers have also received 
voice mails referencing 
a “time-sensitive mat¬ 
ter” and urging them to 
return the call before 
action is taken against 


them. 

“There are several red 
flags businesses should 
be aware of this tax sea¬ 
son,” said Grimes. “First, 
the IRS typically con¬ 
tacts taxpayers by mail, 
not phone. In addition, 
the IRS does not ask for 
credit card numbers over 
the phone or request pay¬ 
ment by prepaid debit 
card or wire transfer. 
As always, businesses 
should be vigilant and 
be wary of any unknown 
or suspicious entity that 
asks for payment or in¬ 
formation.”

Judge Decision On Hold 
On Same-Sex Marriage

A Franklin Circuit 
Court judge on April 16 
struck down Kentucky’s 
ban on same-sex mar¬ 
riage, although he imme¬ 
diately put his decision 
on hold because the U.S. 
Supreme Court will hear 
arguments on that ban 
next week. 

Judge Thomas Wing¬ 
ate ruled for two Lexing¬ 
ton couples who were 
denied marriage licenses 
by the Fayette County 
Clerk in 2013 because 
Kentucky’s Constitution 
was amended by voters in 
2004 to define marriage 
as exclusively between 
one man and one woman. 

The couples sued 
Gov. Steve Beshear and 
Fayette County Clerk 
Don Blevins, alleging 
the state’s treatment of 
gay men and lesbians is 
unfairly discriminatory 
and violates their civil 
rights under the U.S. 
Constitution. Wingate 
sided with the couples, 
ruling the marriage ban 
“lacks a rational basis.” 

“This court believes 
that Kentucky’s statu¬ 
tory and constitutional 
proscriptions against 
same-sex marriage vio¬ 
late plaintiffs’ right to 
equal protection under 
the law,” Wingate wrote. 

“Upon closer inspec¬ 
tion, the state’s interest 
in preserving the tradi¬ 
tion of marriage is noth¬ 
ing more than a kinder 
way of describing the 
state’s moral disapproval 
of same-sex couples,” he 
wrote. “These provisions 
isolate a group of citi¬ 
zens for no reason other 
than their shared charac¬ 
teristic of sexual orienta¬ 
tion, depriving them of 
the equal right to marry 
and enjoy the advantag¬ 
es attached to that legal 
status. These laws act 


to exclude, rather than 
include, on a discrimina¬ 
tory and unsupportable 
basis.” 

Although Wingate 
granted the couples’ 
request for summary 
judgment against the 
state, he stayed his 
decision while the U.S. 
Supreme Court considers 
a nearly identical federal 
court challenge to mar¬ 
riage bans in Kentucky 
and three other states. 
Oral arguments in that 
case are set for April 28. 

The federal cases are 
expected to make history 
because — depending 
on how far the Supreme 
Court goes — they 
could be the final word 
on whether states must 
acknowledge a consti¬ 
tutional right to same- 
sex marriage. Thirteen 
states prohibit gay mar¬ 
riage, including Ken¬ 
tucky. 

A federal district 
judge in Louisville last 
year ruled in favor of 
Kentucky’s same-sex 
couples and struck down 
the state’s marriage ban. 
He was overturned by 
a 2-1 decision from the 
6th Circuit U.S. Court of 
Appeals in Cincinnati, 
setting up the Supreme 
Court appeal. 

The state case before 
Wingate has proceeded 
simultaneously, if more 
slowly. 

Attorneys for the cou¬ 
ples did not immediately 
return calls seeking com¬ 
ment Thursday. 

David Hardee and 
Marshall Robertson have 
lived together in Lex¬ 
ington for more than 25 
years. Lindsey Bain and 
Daniel Rogers have lived 
together for 20 years and 
legally married in Con¬ 
necticut in 2009, although 
Kentucky does not recog¬ 
nize that marriage. 

Beshear responded 
by reiterating his stance 
that the U.S. Supreme 
Court is the appropri¬ 
ate venue for a decision 


The Kentucky Divi¬ 
sion of Water is seeking 
public comment until 
May 18 on a draft report 
addressing water quality 
impairments related to 
pH and metals. The re¬ 
port, “Proposed Draft To¬ 
tal Maximum Daily Load 
for pH, Cadmium, Iron, 
Nickel and Zinc, 16 Pol¬ 
lutant-Waterbody Combi¬ 
nations on 6 Stream Seg¬ 
ments, Hopkins County, 
Kentucky,” has been pre¬ 
pared as required by the 
federal Clean Water Act. 

The report addresses 
pH and metals impair¬ 
ments in the 6 stream 
segments that make them 
impaired for the acquatic 
life designated use, as 
well as the primary con¬ 
tact recreation (swim¬ 
ming) and secondary con¬ 
tact recreation (boating 
and wading) designated 
uses. The report includes 
data and procedures used 
to calculate the total max¬ 
imum daily load for the 
stream segments. 

Revisions to the report 
may be made following 
the public comment pe¬ 
riod and before it is sent 
to the U.S. Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Agency 
for approval. The report 
may be viewed at http:// 


water.ky.gov/Pages/Pub- 

licNotices.aspx. 

The Clean Water Act 
requires each state to pe¬ 
riodically identify specif¬ 
ic waters where designat¬ 
ed uses are not being met 
and water quality impair¬ 
ments exist. The state is 
also required to prioritize 
the list of impaired wa¬ 
ters, calculate a TMDL of 
pollutants for those wa¬ 
ters and devise plans to 
improve the water quali¬ 
ty. “Total Maximum Daily 
Load” is a term used to 
describe the amount of 
pollution a stream can re¬ 
ceive and still meet water 
quality standards. Water 
quality standards are reg¬ 
ulations based on federal 
or state law that set nu¬ 
meric or narrative limits 
on pollutants. TMDLs are 
required for water bodies 
that are determined to be 
impaired by pollutants.

Kentucky’s Obesity Poses 
Harmful Societal Problem

Kentuckians who live 
below the federal poverty 
line are faced with many 
obstacles, but in addition 
to struggling to pay for 
basic needs many report 
they also struggle for 
good health. 

The poll asked Ken¬ 
tucky adults to assess 
their own health. 
Researchers found 
income played a large 


factor in determin¬ 
ing whether Kentuck¬ 
ians thought they were 
healthy, although many 
reported low levels of 
health overall. 

The Kentucky Health 
Issues Poll was conduct¬ 
ed in the fall by the Insti¬ 
tute for Policy Research 
at the University of Cin¬ 
cinnati by random sam¬ 
ple of 1,597 Kentucky 
adults. The interviews 
were conducted by tele¬ 
phone, including land¬ 


lines and cell phones. 

For the first time 
since poll questions were 
asked, overall health has 
dropped significantly. 
Since 2008, almost half 
of Kentuckians said 
they felt their health was 
excellent or very good, 
but this year’s results 
show only 41 percent 
said their health was bet¬ 
ter than OK. According 
to the poll, 29 percent 
of Kentucky adults said 
their health was good, 
and 29 percent said it 
was fair or poor. 

According to the foun¬ 
dation, reports of bet¬ 
ter health status among 
those with higher 
incomes has been con¬ 
sistent since the ques¬ 
tions were first asked. 
Since 2008, about 6 in 
10 Kentuckians living 
above 200 percent of 
the federal poverty line 
reported excellent or 
very good health each 
year. Roughly 3 in 10 of 
those below the federal 
poverty line have said 
the same. 

This year, 55 percent 
of Kentucky adults liv¬ 
ing above 200 percent of 
the federal poverty level 
said their health was 
excellent or very good 
compared to 29 percent 
of those living at or 
below the same line. 

The poll also found 
younger adults were 
more likely to report 
excellent or very good 
health.

Although a higher 
percentage of Kentuck¬ 
ians support lower insur¬ 
ance rates for overweight 
people than for smokers, 
health professionals say 
weight is a larger soci¬ 
etal problem. 

The Foundation for 
a Healthy Kentucky 
released results recently 
from a poll about Kentuck¬ 
ians’ views on insurance 
rates for smokers and 
significantly overweight 
adults. The poll shows 
that 45 percent of Ken¬ 
tucky adults think higher 
rates for smokers would 
be unjustified while 67 
percent of Kentucky 
adults think higher rates 
for people who are “sig¬ 
nificantly overweight” 
would be unjustified. 

Although more people 
polled favor higher insur¬ 
ance rates for smokers 
than for overweight peo¬ 
ple, Dr. Kevin Kelly of 
the Glasser Clinic said 
people might not real¬ 
ize the numerous effects 
obesity can have on the 
body. 

“Obesity is a much 
bigger problem, in my 
opinion, nationally and 
locally, than smoking,” 
Kelly said. 

Smoking can cause 
lung cancer, emphysema, 
coronary artery disease 
and aging skin. With 
more than 4,000 chemi¬ 
cals in cigarettes, smok¬ 
ing wreaks havoc on the 
body, particularly the 
vascular system, Kelly 
said. 

“There’s absolutely 
zero benefit to it, and it’s 
all risk,” Kelly said. 

Obesity, while seem¬ 
ingly more accepted than 
smoking in society, is 
also harmful, Kelly said. 
Cardiovascular disease, 
diabetes, high choles¬ 
terol, stroke, dementia 
and degenerative joint 
disease are some risks of 
obesity. In 1995, 15 to 19 
percent of Kentuckians 
were obese, according 
to data from the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention. In 2000, that 
percentage rose to 20 to 
24 percent, then to 25 to 
29 percent in 2005. As of 
2013, 30 to 35 percent of 
Kentuckians were obese. 

Weight is an impor¬ 
tant factor to consider 
in someone’s health, 
Kelly said, so he always 
measures his patients’ 
waists. If a man’s waist 
is more than 40 inches or 
a woman’s waist is more 
than 35 inches, Kelly said 
they’re probably over¬ 
weight or obese. 


Curt Ingram, owner 
of Ingram Insurance Co., 
said weight used to be a 
factor for health insur¬ 
ance, but health care 
reform changed that. 
The only factors used 
to determine rates now 
are age, tobacco use and 
income, or the ability to 
pay, Ingram said. When 
weight was a factor, he 
said, people who were a 
healthy weight benefited. 

Ingram said the 
remaining tobacco use 
factor is proof that rates 
based on a healthy life¬ 
style can work. 

“From a non-smoker’s 
perspective, I can find 
value for being rewarded 
for my choices,” Ingram 
said. 

People may underes¬ 


timate the cost of being 
overweight, Kelly said. 
Employers pay an average 
of $5 to $10 per month for 
medication for an employ¬ 
ee with complications 
stemming from weight 
issues, Kelly said. That 
adds up quickly when 
someone employs a lot of 
overweight people, he said. 

“If you really want 
to cut into health care 
costs, it’s in obesity,” 
Kelly said. 

Dietary changes and 
exercise could eliminate 
a lot of health problems 
30 to 35 percent of Ken¬ 
tuckians might be facing 
and save them money, 
whether on insurance or 
for surgeries, infections 
and hospitalizations, 
Kelly said.

State To Count Number Of Untested Rape Kits

U.S. Sen. Rand Paul 
announced April 7 that 
he will seek the Repub¬ 
lican nomination for 
president. 

He made the 
announcement in the 
ballroom at the Galt 
House in downtown 
Louisville to a crowd 
of supporters and a 
horde of media that 
came from around the 
country to cover the 
event. 

Despite being in 
the U.S. Senate for the 
past six years, Paul 
is running his cam¬ 
paign against Beltway 
politics. “Defeat the 
Washington Machine. 
Unleash the American 
Machine,” said huge 
video screens in the 
large second-floor ball¬ 
room at the hotel. 

Paul hopes to capi¬ 
talize on a small-gov¬ 
ernment, libertarian 
philosophy that carried 
him to victory in Ken¬ 
tucky’s Senate race. It’s 
yet to be seen if that 
political belief system 
can win nationally as 
Paul alters positions 
on issues like immigra¬ 
tion, Iran and aid to 
Israel in an effort to 
better position himself 
with voters. 

Scores of politicians 
from the state attended 
the event, including 
gubernatorial can¬ 
didates Matt Bevin, 
Hal Heiner and Jamie 
Comer and U.S. Reps. 
Andy Barr of Lexing¬ 
ton and Brett Guthrie, 
of Paul’s hometown of 
Bowling Green. 

One notable absence 
was Senate Majority 
Leader Mitch McCon¬ 
nell, also of Kentucky. 

McConnell, who 
has endorsed Paul, 
was traveling the state 
and has no plans to be 
part of any presiden¬ 
tial campaign at the 
moment. 

“I am happy to give 
my support to Sen. Paul 
as he officially begins 
his candidacy, and I 
wish him success,” he 
said in a statement. 

Paul, whose father 
was the Libertarian 
nominee in 1988 and 
unsuccessfully sought 
the GOP nomination 
in 2008 and 2012, has 
spent the past year 
campaigning for the 


office despite the fact 
that he hadn’t officially 
declared for it. 

That all changed 
with the announce¬ 
ment. He will now take 
off on a five-day tour of 
New Hampshire, South 
Carolina, Iowa and 
Nevada, the homes to 
the four earliest presi¬ 
dential primaries and 
caucuses. 

While Paul’s politi¬ 
cal pedigree goes back 
four decades when 
he began helping his 
father run for U.S. Con¬ 
gress in the 1970s and 
he created an anti-tax 
group called Kentucky 
Taxpayers United in 
the early ‘90s, his per¬ 
sonal involvement in 
the electoral process is 
fairly new. 

An ophthalmologist 
by trade, Paul first ran 
for office in 2010 when, 
as a heavy underdog 
to then-Secretary of 
State Trey Grayson, 
he stunned the state’s 
Republican Party by 
upsetting the man 
hand-picked by McCon¬ 
nell to succeed former 
Sen. Jim Bunning, who 
was retiring. 

Then, he hand¬ 
ily beat Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Jack Conway in 
the general election, 
surprising the Demo¬ 
crats who argued that 
his ideology was too 
extreme for Kentucky. 

Paul joins a Republi¬ 
can field that, for now, 
includes only U.S. Sen. 
Ted Cruz, of Texas, but 
is sure to expand. 

Among those who 
are contemplating bids 
are U.S. Sen. Marco 
Rubio, of Florida; for¬ 
mer Florida Gov. Jeb 
Bush; Sen. Lindsey 
Graham of South Caro¬ 
lina; New Jersey Gov. 
Chris Christie; Wiscon¬ 
sin Gov. Scott Walker; 
and Ben Carson, a con¬ 
servative activist and 
surgeon from South 
Carolina. 

In making his 
announcement, Paul 
became the first major 
candidate from Ken¬ 
tucky since Vice Presi¬ 
dent Alben Barkley in 
1952 to seek his par¬ 
ty’s nomination for 
president. Barkley, a 
Democrat, dropped his 
effort on the eve of the 
Democratic National 
Convention after major 
labor unions said he 
was too old.

The state auditor’s 
office is sending surveys 
to more than 400 local 
law enforcement agen¬ 
cies to determine exactly 
how many sexual assault 
kits have never been 
forwarded to Kentucky 
State Police labs for DNA 
testing. 

State police estimate 
the number “in the hun¬ 
dreds, if not thousands,” 
Auditor Adam Edelen 
said at a news confer¬ 
ence. 

“These kits contain 
important biological 
evidence collected from 
sexual assault victims,” 
Edelen said. “... They 
may contain DNA from 
suspects that can be used 
to identify an unknown 
suspect by comparing it 
against the national DNA 
database or to bolster a 
prosecutor’s case against 
a known suspect.” 

Concerns about a 
potentially large number 
of untested kits prompt¬ 
ed the 2015 General 
Assembly to pass a reso¬ 
lution sponsored by Sen. 
Denise Harper Angel, 
D-Louisville, mandat¬ 


ing that Edelen’s office 
determine the number 
of untested kits by Nov. 
1 . 

Edelen said he will 
go beyond that mandate 
and examine the reasons 
kits sometimes are not 
tested, study best prac¬ 
tices of other states for 
processing the kits and 
recommend reforms. 

No one knows better 
the importance of evi¬ 
dence the kits contain 
than Michelle Kuiper, of 
Louisville, who told the 
story of her 1994 rape 
near Cherokee Park and 
how evidence from her 
kit and those of two 
other victims led to the 
conviction of a serial 
rapist in 2011. 


“I want to thank 
everyone for what they 
are doing,” Kuiper said, 
stressing that sexual 
assault victims are not 
merely crime statistics. 
“Because we are real peo¬ 
ple and have real lives 
and have real families.” 

Edelen said determin¬ 
ing why some kits are 
not being submitted for 
testing is a major goal of 
the survey. 

He said sometimes a 
kit is not submitted for 
testing because pros¬ 
ecutors have obtained a 
guilty plea in a particu¬ 
lar case or have clearly 
identified the perpetra¬ 
tor through other evi¬ 
dence. 

“There may be some 


valid reason for not sub¬ 
mitting certain kits for 
analysis,” Edelen said. 
“...A lack of policy, regu¬ 
lations and statutes may 
possibly be contributing 
to the problem.” 

Gretchen Hunt, staff 
attorney for the Ken¬ 
tucky Association of 
Sexual Assault Pro¬ 
grams, called sexual 
assault as an “epidemic” 
in Kentucky. She said 
20 percent of the state’s 
women have been raped 
and that 47 percent have 
been sexually assaulted. 

“This audit — this 
count of untested rape 
kits, sends such a clear 
message to victims — 
that you matter,” Hunt 
said.

Honest journalists are important 


I have been involved in poli¬ 
tics and policy-making for over 50 
years, and as you can imagine I 
hold strong feelings about report¬ 
ers and the media. They’re not 
what you might think, however. 

Far from considering jour¬ 
nalists to be irritating pains in 
the neck — though I’ve known 
a few who qualified — I believe 
them to be indispensable to our 
democracy. Our system rests on 
citizens’ ability to make discrimi¬ 
nating judgments about policies 
and politicians. Without the news, 
information, and analysis that 
the media provides, this would be 
impossible. 

We depend on journalists and 
the outlets they work for to be our 
surrogates in holding government 
accountable; they can serve as a 
formidable institutional check on 
the government’s abuse of power. 

So I am uneasy about some 
of the directions I see journal¬ 
ism taking these days. I admire 
the role that the press has played 
throughout our history, and fer¬ 
vently hope that it can right itself 
to play such a role again. 

Let me note at the outset that 
I can find exceptions to every¬ 
thing I’m about to say. There are 
journalists doing reporting that is 
clear-eyed, fearless, and grounded 
in an honest evaluation of the 
facts — I’m thinking, for instance, 
of some of the work in recent 
years on the NS A — and this work 
has moved the national debate for¬ 
ward. 

But far too often, journalism 
falls short. Reporters often seem 
to take what politicians and their 
handlers say at face value, writing 
what they hear without ensuring 
that the facts bear it out. They 
look for winners and losers at the 
expense of nuance. They strive to 
give the appearance of even-hand¬ 
edness by creating a false balance 


between two sides that 
do not deserve equal 
weight. They elevate 
politics, polls and 
personality over sub¬ 
stance and measured 
analysis. 

Too often, on Fox 
or MSNBC or any of 
a plethora of broad¬ 
cast, print and online 
outlets, they slant the 
news. They engage 
in pack journalism, 
reminding me of 
blackbirds on a tele¬ 
phone line — one 
comes and others fol¬ 
low. And they delight in spotlight¬ 
ing the screw-up, the mistake, or 
the gaffe, which might be enter¬ 
taining to readers but sheds no 
light on the underlying issues that 
could make government better if 
addressed. 

I also worry about the increas¬ 
ingly sophisticated efforts by the 
government and powerful inter¬ 
ests to tell us only what they want 
us to know. Reporters want to 
be part of the media elite, and 
the White House in particular 
— under presidents of both par¬ 
ties — has become quite skillful 
at manipulating them. Report¬ 
ers have to keep policy makers at 
arms length, and not be intimi¬ 
dated by them. 

I believe that much contempo¬ 
rary journalism has come unteth¬ 
ered from a set of traditional val¬ 
ues that served the country well 
over many years: 

- Journalism needs to be in the 
service of justice, asking ques¬ 
tions, telling stories, and inspir¬ 
ing those in power and those who 
vote for them to do the right thing. 

- It should be a check on power, 
ferreting out the stories that those 
who hold public office don’t want 
revealed, and reporting the truths 


that we, as Americans, 
have the right to hear. 

- It must hold tight 
to accuracy, intellec¬ 
tual honesty, rigorous 
reporting, and fair¬ 
ness — values that 
ought never to go out 
of style. 

- And journal¬ 
ists have a profound 
responsibility to serve 
as lie detectors. A 
couple of years ago, 
the notable investiga¬ 
tive reporter Seymour 
Hersh gave a speech 
in London in which 

he said of the U.S. government 
in particular, “The Republic’s in 
trouble. We lie about everything. 
Lying has become the staple.” You 
don’t have to go to that extreme to 
agree that journalists have to be 
curious and skeptical, and not buy 
into the conventional wisdom of 
the establishment. 

A robust, inquisitive congres¬ 
sional oversight process should be 
capable of revealing what is too 
often hidden, but it’s not. We need 
journalists to do it. 

In the end, my concern is that 
skeptical reporting and deeply 
informed investigative journal¬ 
ism are fading. We need more of 
them, not less. I want to see jour¬ 
nalists digging deep into the activ¬ 
ities of government, politics, busi¬ 
ness, finance, education, welfare, 
culture, and sports. Our Republic 
depends on it.

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Senator misguided on climate stance 


Mitch McConnell and others who are trying 
to obstruct climate protections will be regarded 
one day in the same way we think of 19th-century 
apologists for human slavery: How could economic 
interests blind them to the immorality of their 
position? 

We can already hear the McConnellites’ wounded 
outcries: The real immorality is the burden that new 
energy costs would put on poor people. The Obama 
administration is trampling the Constitution to do 
what Congress won’t. And, of course, war on coal, 
war on coal. 

McConnell has gotten a lot of attention by urging 
governors to refuse to submit state plans due to the 
Environmental Protection Agency in June for reduc¬ 
ing emissions of carbon dioxide, which builds up in 
the atmosphere and traps heat. 

Last year was the warmest since Earth’s average 
temperature was first recorded in 1880, exceeding the 
20th-century global average by 1.24 degrees. 

The Associated Press reports, President Barack 
Obama took McConnell, the Senate majority leader, 
to task for “telling the world” not to have confidence 
that the United States can meet its own climate 
goals. 

McConnell has been arguing that the United States 
could never meet Obama’s target for reducing carbon 
emissions even if the proposed rule survives court 
and political challenges. 

Obama has a point. For years McConnell has been 
arguing that any U.S. sacrifices to tackle climate 
change would be futile because China and other big 
polluters won’t curb their emissions. Now he’s say¬ 
ing other countries shouldn’t do anything because 
the United States cannot meet its goals. 

While McConnell is getting applause from the 
usual right-wing think tanks and front groups, he’s 
at odds with most Americans. 

Polls find that two-thirds to three-fourths of Amer¬ 
icans think the government should be making a sub¬ 
stantial effort to combat climate change, including 
imposing stricter limits on power plants. A New York 
Times poll in January found that 71 percent expect to 
be hurt personally by climate change. 

Not that long ago it wasn’t even a partisan dispute. 
John McCain, the GOP nominee for president in 2008, 
called the evidence of “devastating” human-caused 
climate change “overwhelming” and said “we have 
an obligation to take action to fix it.” 

Fortunately for Kentucky, the Beshear administra¬ 


tion is looking out for the state’s future, rather than 
following McConnell’s lead. 

Energy and Environment Secretary Len Peters 
and his staff are tailoring a carbon-reduction plan 
that will protect Kentucky’s ratepayers and 230,000 
manufacturing jobs better than a federally imposed 
plan would. 

Keep in mind this is the same Beshear adminis¬ 
tration that never saw a coal-mining permit it didn’t 
like. No one in Frankfort is out to hurt the coal 
industry, but when change is inevitable the smart get 
prepared. 

The Earth cannot spur us to action by firing the 
first shot like the rebels at Fort Sumter. But the fre¬ 
quency and intensity of extreme weather — and the 
suffering it inflicts — have put us on notice. 

Political donors might reward elected leaders, but 
future generations will never forgive those whose 
vision ends with the next election.

Spring turkey season opens today

The wait is over for turkey hunters in Kentucky 

A calendar shift pushed the state’s 23-day general 
spring wild turkey season back this year to the third 
weekend in April. It opens today (Saturday, April 18) 
and runs through May 10. 

Last spring, hunters in Kentucky reported taking 
29,943 turkeys. 

“The current five-year average of 32,759 birds har¬ 
vested in the spring is the highest five-year average 
that we’ve recorded to date,” said Steven Dobey, wild 
turkey program coordinator for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. “While 
we see some year-to-year fluctuation, looking at it at 
an increment of five years, our harvest success is the 
highest it’s ever been, which is something hunters 
should be excited about.” 

Spring turkey hunters may harvest a male turkey 
or a turkey with a visible beard, but not more than one 
in a day, and no more than two birds total during the 
season. They now have the option of using a .410 shot¬ 
gun in their pursuits. 

The state’s turkey flock has grown to an estimated 
220,000 birds since restoration efforts ended in 1997. 
Each year, Kentucky ranks first or second among sur¬ 
rounding states in the number of turkeys harvested 
per square mile. 

“The state of our turkey flock is exceptional when 
we look at it on a regional scale,” Dobey said. 
“Kentucky has something really special going on as 
far as its turkeys go, and the hunters are reaping the 
rewards of that.” 

Top Public Lands by Region: The Daniel Boone 
National Forest sprawls across 21 counties in eastern 
Kentucky. Unsurprisingly, it produces big numbers 
when it comes to the spring turkey harvest. 

The 497 turkeys harvested last spring by hunters on 
the Daniel Boone National Forest — not including the 
Wildlife Management Areas (WMAs) contained within 
it — led all public hunting areas in the state’s 
Southeast Wildlife Region and Kentucky overall. 

“I think the Boone is a sleeper area,” said Jason 
Lupardus, the Midwest Conservation Field Supervisor 
with the National Wild Turkey Federation who has 
regional biologist duties in Kentucky. “There are lots 
of birds out there. There’s an area that I’ve been to the 
past two years and taken birds on and heard eight to 10 
birds gobbling. It’s just a matter of going out and 
scouting. It’s so expansive that you have a lot of areas 
that just don’t get the pressure. I think anyone can go 
out during the year and have some success.” 

Peabody WMA in the Green River Region and Land 
Between the Lakes National Recreation Area in the 
Purchase Region are among his top three favorite pub¬ 
lic lands to hunt turkey in Kentucky Both areas posted 
spring turkey harvest totals in 2014 that led other pub¬ 
lic lands in their respective regions. Clay WMA in the 
Northeast Region and Taylorsville Lake WMA in the 
Bluegrass Region led their respective regions in the 
2014 spring turkey harvest totals. 

Public Land Strategies: A general rule of thumb 
when it comes to hunting turkey on public lands dur¬ 
ing the spring season is the sooner you can hunt them 
the better. 

Scouting ahead of time is the most effective way to 
learn how turkeys are using the landscape. It also 
helps a hunter identify potential set-up locations. 

“If somebody outwits you that morning, then you 
might have to go to your second or third spot on public 
land,” Lupardus said. “What’s most important is 
spending some time out in that area and understand¬ 
ing what the hens are doing. If you can mimic what 
the hens are doing, you’ll have success.” 

Can’t make it out opening weekend? A weekday or 
late afternoon hunt can be just as productive. 

“Late afternoon is really a key spot,” Lupardus

said. “I’ve harvested turkeys in multiple states all in 
the 5- to 6-o’clock hour.” 

Did you know: Hunters in Logan County have 
made it the top county by spring turkey harvest total 
for three consecutive years. It’s entrenched in the 
Green River Region which stretches from Hardin and 
Union counties along the Ohio River down to Todd and 
Monroe counties along the Tennessee border. The 
region led the state last spring with 9,274 birds telech- 
ecked. 

“That area is just special,” Dobey said. “When you 
look at the big picture of what turkeys need to survive, 
it’s much more intricate than just, do they have food or 
do they have trees to roost in? There, you have this per¬ 
fect assemblage of habitat types. Add the agriculture 
component into that and it’s just a shot to the popula¬ 
tion because they have this additional available food 
source that a lot of other portions of the state don’t 
have. That can compensate for a lack of a natural food 
source in some years.” 


Looking Ahead: The emergence of a cicada brood 
later this spring in the Green River and Purchase 
Regions west of Interstate 65 could result in a spike in 
the spring turkey harvest in the near future. 

Hunters achieved a record turkey harvest two years 
after a significant cicada emergence throughout much 
of the state in 2008. 

“That is a huge food source for turkeys and poults 
in particular,” Dobey said. “They feast on insects. 
Something like a cicada would be a goldmine. We 
could really see a huge increase in poult production in 
the western part of the state this summer which 
would be fantastic.” 

Hunters are encouraged to consult the 2015 
Kentucky Spring Hunting Guide beforehand. 
Available online at fw.ky.gov and wherever licenses are 
sold, it provides information about current regula¬ 
tions, licenses and permits, legal equipment, safety 
tips and more.

RIGHT AS RAIN 

Matt Kenseth Ends a Personal Drought at Rain-Soaked Bristol 


att Kenseth was in a drought. He hadn’t won a NAS¬ 
CAR Sprint Cup Series in more than a year — 575 
days to be exact — but he had the best starting spot for 
Sunday’s race at Bristol Motor Speed¬ 
way. 

Naturally, he ended that streak on a day when a race 
still ran despite over an inch of rain and four separate 
delays for the precipitation. Just a normal day, right? 

Hardly. 

Kenseth won the Food City 500, a race that was 
easily the wackiest of the Cup season. Only six drivers led the race 
and four of them finished 15th or worse. Just 13 drivers finished 
on the lead lap. 

“Last year there were some races we had some chances to win 
and things just wouldn’t line up for us,” Kenseth said. “We just 
couldn’t get it to happen. (Sunday) was kind of the opposite. Ev¬ 
erything worked out.” 

Take, for instance, how Kenseth had a fast car but just couldn’t 
nab the lead away from Kyle Larson as the race wound toward 
completion. Larson, the second-year Chip Ganassi Racing driver, 
moved to the lead by staying out during a round of pit stops in the 
race’s seventh caution period with 153 laps left on the scoreboard. 
He then held serve for the next 90 laps with Kenseth in his mirror 
for much of the time. 

“I couldn’t get by Kyle when I caught him,” Kenseth said. “I 
could see his car had a look that I knew was really bad for me. His 
car was turning really good and I was getting tighter as I got closer 
to him, so I wasn’t going to pass him if he didn’t need fuel.” 

Then, as Kenseth said, it just worked out. A caution flag never 
came at the right time for Larson, and he had to make a green flag 
stop. 

“Thankfully it ran long enough, he did need fuel,” Kenseth said. 
Larson could only recover to finish seventh. 

Kenseth, however, wasn’t home free. Kurt Busch took the lead 
from Kenseth just seven laps later. 

It wasn’t clear for much of the race — especially with the start- 
stop-start nature of the rain delays — who actually had the best car. 
Kenseth led the last 34 laps but he was one of five drivers to lead 
more than 47 of the 511 laps. In retrospect, the driver with the best 
car probably was the same one who has been the strongest since 
Daytona in February: Kevin Harvick. 

Harvick led a race-high 184 laps, but it all fell apart on Lap 312. 
Settled back in third place, Harvick was swept into an accident 
started by Jimmie Johnson when the No. 48 tapped the lapped Jeb 
Burton. Burton lost control, and as Johnson slowed to avoid him, 
David Ragan plowed into Johnson’s right rear. Ragan’s busted ra¬ 
diator spewed fluid on the track, making it impossible for a trailing 


Harvick to keep control as he jumped on the brakes. 

The No. 4 spun right into Burton’s stopped car, breaking the 
front end and sending Harvick to the garage. Harvick’s 38th-place 
finish was his first outside of the top-10 since last 
October at Martinsville Speedway. 

Johnson, though, was able to repair his damage 
and continue — only to be caught in the very next 
caution. His spinning No. 48 again avoided terminal 
damage, and the team used a combination of the free 
pass and some pit strategy to get him back on the lead 
lap. He somehow wound up second. 

“We needed two or three pit stops to get the quarter-panel pushed 
back down so there was some sideforce on the back of the car on 
corner entry,” Johnson said. “Once we did that, we weren’t as good 
as we were at the start of the race but still very competitive.” 

Three caution flags waved for crashes involving a total of 15 
cars in the final 26 scheduled laps. Busch — with a fill-in crew 
chief on the pit box after Tony Gibson had to leave the track due 
to kidney stones — was the only leader who pitted during the first 
of the cautions and tried a valiant comeback with fresher tires as 
Kenseth moved back to the lead. But it was not to be.

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CHILDRESS PREPARES FINAL STAND Richard Childress Racing’s No. 31 team 
presented for hours last week to a three-person appeals panel, hoping to have its 
major penalty for manipulating tires at Auto Club Speedway overturned. The panel 
ruled against Childress, however, leaving Ryan Newman’s crew chief Luke Lambert 
and two other team members on the hook for a six-race suspension. The panel did 
find NASCAR erred in the number of points and money originally fined and reduced 
those amounts to 50 points and $75,000, respectively. RCR decided Friday to take the 
case to the final appeals officer. The date of that appeal has not been announced. 
LATE REPLACEMENT Denny Hamlin started Sunday’s race at Bristol Motor 
Speedway, and the final statistical rundown will show he finished 26th. But Hamlin 
suffered a neck spasm during the race’s first sprint before a lengthy rain delay, and 


the pain was bad enough that Joe Gibbs Racing flew Xfinity Series driver Erik Jones, 
18, in from Charlotte to take Hamlin’s place. Jones, in his first-ever drive in a Sprint 
Cup car, brought the car home in one piece just hours after he thought his afternoon 
would be little more than a nap on the couch. Hamlin, meanwhile, said Sunday he 
expected the pain to subside before Saturday night’s race at Richmond. 

RAIN MEN On Lap 495 at Bristol, a Carl Edwards crash set up a green-white-check¬ 
ered finish, but rain began to fall as the cleanup was completed. NASCAR circled the 
cars on the track behind the pace car to keep the track dry, but eventually pulled 
them onto pit road for a red flag after more than 11 laps - angering teams who were 
nearly empty on fuel. One driver, Austin Dillon, was inside the top 5 and had to pit 
after running out. 


Tony Stewart finished sixth on Sunday 
at Bristol Motor Speedway, his first top 
10 of 2015 and his eighth top-10 finish in 
41 starts since returning at the start of 
last season from a devastating 2013 leg 
injury. That's a top-10 rate of 19.5 per¬ 
cent for Stewart since his return - well 
down from his pre-injury top-10 rate of 
55.66 percent in 521 starts.

Wife Binges on Diet Soda 

DEAR DR. ROACH: My wife drinks 
in excess of 3 liters of diet soda a day, 
sometimes even more. She has colitis, 
for which she takes Lialda, and on her 
last visit to her primary care physician, 
her blood work revealed borderline bad 
levels in her liver. The doctor seems to 
think she needs to stop “drinking alco¬ 
hol,” but I have been married to her for 
more than 30 years, and I know it’s not 
drinking that is causing this. We both 
consume only moderate amounts of 
alcohol. Could it be the chemicals in 
diet soda? - F. J.R. 

ANSWER: Three liters a day is a lot 
of diet soda, and that much caffeine 
probably isn’t good for her. However, 
I don’t think it is likely to be affecting 
her liver. Mesalamine (Lialda and oth¬ 
ers) rarely can cause abnormal liver 
tests - specifically, high levels of the 
same enzymes that might lead a doctor 
to suspect alcohol use. 

You didn’t tell me what kind of coli¬ 
tis your wife has, but ulcerative colitis, 
a form of inflammatory bowel disease, 
is associated with several kinds of liver 
problems, including fatty liver and pri¬ 
mary sclerosing cholangitis, which is 
potentially severe. I don’t think either 
alcohol or diet soda should be blamed 
until she has had a more careful work¬ 
up. I think a visit with her gastroenter¬ 
ologist would be wise.

done on lab rats support that it’s the 
caffeine, and since regular coffee has 
much more caffeine than tea, coffee 
would be easier. However, there have 
been other studies suggesting that sub¬ 
stances in tea besides caffeine may 
reduce Alzheimer’s risk as well. 

I’m not recommending either coffee 
or tea based on this research. This data 
shows an association but doesn’t prove 
that coffee reduces Alzheimer’s risk. 
But if it’s your habit to drink a few 
cups of coffee, or a few pots of tea a day, 
it may reduce risk of dementia. 

DEAR DR. ROACH: You had an arti¬ 
cle from a man that said he had his 
prostate removed and was wondering 
about taking testosterone. You said he 
would likely have an increased risk of 
prostate cancer recurrence. 

I, too, have had my prostate removed 
and was wondering how you could 
have an increased risk of prostate can¬ 
cer after having the prostate removed. 
Could you explain? - C.G. 

ANSWER: Even the best surgery 
can leave some prostate tissue in place. 
It’s also possible that some tumor cells 
spread before surgery. Any residual 
cancer can be stimulated, in theory, by 
taking testosterone. Fortunately, the 
available evidence so far suggests that 
this risk may be much lower than 
feared. Careful follow-up remains 
essential.

DEAR DR. ROACH: I have read that 
one or two cups of coffee is good for 
your brain. Which is better: coffee or 
tea? Is it the caffeine that prevents 
dementia? - M.E. 

ANSWER: First of all, the data on 
this subject is preliminary. That being 
said, there is data that suggests that 
people who drink two or three cups 
of coffee a day have a reduced risk 
of Alzheimer’s disease. The research¬ 
ers have speculated, and some studies
